the German attacks on the Volkhov 


Front. 

During the last few days the Ger- 
mans on one of the sectors of the 
Volkhov Front have been heavily 
shelling the Soviet positions several 
times in the course of a day. So- 
viet artillery immediately opened 
fire, whereypon the enemy batteries 
soon fell silent. 

There have been cases when en- 
emy bombers appeared overhead 
during a lull in the artillery duel. 
Soviet fighters went out to meet 
them and fierce air battles ensued. 

A few days ago the Germans 
again opened heavy artillery and 
mortar fire early in the morning. A 
little later the enemy, after con- 
centrating considerable forces on 
this sector, launched an attack with 
several infantry battalions sup- 
ported by big groups of tommy gun- 
ners. 


NAZIS STOPPED DEAD 
The Soviet troops offered stubborn 


resistance and the German failed to 
jadvance a single step despite the 


fact that they held the upper hand 
in numbers on this sector. The en- 
emy attack was successfully re- 
pelled. 


Another four attacks were made 
in the course of the day. The attack 
was preceded by artillery and mor- 
tar preparations, after which the 
infantry and tommy gubners went 
into action in several waves. How- 
ever, none of the attacks was 
crowned with success; and after 
sustaining heavy losses the enemy 
withdrew to his initial positions. 

But the pause was a short one. 
Before long the German command 
launched a sixth attack, drawing up 
big reserves on the sector of action.
